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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 61-83 are pending in this application. 



Election/Restrictions 

Claims 61-83 are generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species comprising 
the species disclosed in the specification. Applicant is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 to elect a 
single disclosed species, even though this requirement is traversed. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, 
applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the species to 
be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either instance, if the 
examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission 
may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

During a telephone conversation with Ms. Deanna Baxam on May 1 1, 2004 a provisional 
election was made with traverse to prosecute the species of compound no. 345 (page 1 14). 
Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 
1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i). 
The elected species is represented by formula (I*) wherein: 
X 1 is N, X 2 and X 3 are CH; 
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R 2 is optionally substituted phenyl, l.C, 3. 3,4-dichlorophenyl and R is H; 

R 3 * is -C(0)NZ 5 *Z 6 * wherein Z 5 * and Z 6 * together with the nitrogen atom to which they are 

attached form a heterocyclic ring (substituted); 

R 4 is methyl; and 

R 5 is H. 

Claims 61-63, 66-68, 69-79 and 81-83 read on elected species. 

The guidelines in MPEP § 803.02 provide that upon examination if prior art is found for 
the elected species, the examination will be limited to the elected species. Content of MPEP § 
803.02 is provided here for convenience: 

As an example, in the case of an application with a Markush-type claim drawn to the compound C-R, 
wherein R is a radical selected from the group consisting of A, B, C, D and E, the examiner may require a 
provisional election of a single species, CA, CB, CC, CD or CE. The Markush-type claim would then be 
examined fully with respect to the elected species and any species considered to be clearly unpatentable over 
the elected species. If on examination the elected species is found to be anticipated or rendered obvious by 
prior art, the Markush-type claim and claims to the elected species shall be rejected, and claims to the non- 
elected species would be held withdrawn from further consideration. As in the prevailing practice, a second 
action on the merits on the elected claims would be final. 

On the other hand, should no prior art be found that anticipates or renders obvious the elected species, the 
search of the Markush-type claim will be extended. If prior art is then found that anticipates or renders 
obvious the Markush-type claim with respect to a nonelected species, the Markush-type claim shall be 
rejected and claims to the nonelected species held withdrawn from further consideration . The prior art 
search, however, will not be extended unnecessarily to cover all nonelected species. Should applicant, in 
response to this rejection of the Markush-type claim, overcome the rejection, as by amending the 
Markush-type claim to exclude the species anticipated or rendered obvious by the prior art, the 
amended Markush-type claim will be reexamined. The prior art search will be extended to the extent 
necessary to determine patentability of the Markush-type claim. In the event prior art is found during 
the reexamination that anticipates or renders obvious the amended Markush-type claim, the claim will 
be rejected and the action made final. Amendments submitted after the final rejection further 
restricting the scope of the claim may be denied entry. 

Upon a search conducted based on the elected species to the extent on the subgenus of 
compounds of formula (I*) wherein R 3 *is -C(0)NZ 5 *Z 6 * as indicated above for the elected 
species, art was found. As the subgenus around the elected species was found to be 
unpatentable, based on the guidelines of MPEP § 803.02, the Markush-type claims were 



examined to the extent of the searched subgenus. Claims 64, 65 and 80 are withdrawn from 
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further consideration by the examiner pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non- 
elected species. The non elected species and the generic subject matter drawn to the non elected 
species from claims 61-63, 66-79 and 81-83 are also withdrawn from farther consideration. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 69-79 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the specification, 
while being enabling for the treatment of atrial arrhythmias, does not reasonably provide 
enablement for the treatment of all other diseases of the instant claims. The specification does 
not enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and/or use the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. 

In evaluating the enablement question, several factors are to be considered. Note In re 
Wands, 8 USPQ2d 1400 and Ex parte Forman, 230 USPQ 546. The factors include: 1) The 
nature of the invention, 2) the state of the prior art, 3) the predictability or lack thereof in the 
art, 4) the amount of direction or guidance present, 5) the presence or absence of working 
examples, 6) the breadth of the claims, and 7) the quantity of experimentation needed. The 
determination that "undue experimentation" would have been needed to make and use the 
claimed invention is not a single, simple factual determination. Rather, it is a conclusion reached 
by weighing all the above noted factual considerations. 
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The specification fails to enable one skilled in the art to use the claimed compounds. The 
use disclosed in the specification is as inhibitors of K v l subfamily of voltage-gated K + channels, 
useful in the treatment of a wide variety of diseases, see pages 25-28. Test assays are provided at 
page 33 that can be used to determine the activity of the compounds, however, none of the 
instantly claimed compounds have been tested for the activity. The instant claims embrace 
compounds that are structurally very dissimilar from the exemplified compounds such that no 
reasonable extrapolation could be made by one skilled in the art regarding the activity of the 
claimed compounds. Furthermore, this area of receptor interactions are highly structure specific 
and unpredictable. In a recent article by Yi et al., regarding potassium channel activities, it was 
stated that 'there are more questions that need to be answered to better understand the different 
functions of potassium channels' (see page 1 1021, col. 2) and it was concluded that 'much 
remains to be done to determine the general themes for channel regulation' (see page 1 1022, col. 
2). This shows the unpredictability of the receptor interactions. 

Further, the instant claim covers treatment of diverse disorders, i.e., arrhythmias, 
gastrointestinal disorders, inflammatory and immunological diseases, cognitive disorders, etc., 
however, there is no nexus provided how this potassium channel inhibitory activity correlates to 
treatment of the assorted disorders recited in the instant claims. The claimed disorders include 
inflammatory diseases, immunological diseases, gastrointestinal diseases, etc., which have been 
proven to be extremely difficult to treat. Further, there is no reasonable basis for assuming that 
the myriad of compounds embraced by the claims will all share the same physiological 
properties since they are so structurally dissimilar as to be chemically non-equivalent and there is 
no basis in the prior art for assuming the same. Note In re Surrey, 151 USPQ 724 regarding 
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sufficiency of disclosure for a Markush group. Also see MPEP § 2164.03 for enablement 
requirements in cases directed to structure-specific arts such as the pharmaceutical art. Receptor 
activity is generally unpredictable and highly structure specific area. It is inconceivable as to 
how the claimed compounds can treat the laundry list of diseases recited in the claim having 
diverse mechanisms. 

Enablement for the scope of "treatment of inflammatory disorders" generally is not 
present. For a compound or genus to be effective against inflammation generally is contrary to 
medical science. Inflammation is a process, which can take place individually any part of the 
body. There is a vast range of forms that it can take, causes for the problem, and biochemical 
pathways that mediate the inflammatory reaction. There is no common mechanism by which all, 
or even most, inflammations arise. Mediators include bradykinin, serotonin, C3a, C5a, histamine, 
assorted leukotrienes and cytokines, and many, many others. Accordingly, treatments for 
inflammation are normally tailored to the particular type of inflammation present, as there is no, 
and there can be no "magic bullet" against inflammation generally. Inflammation is the reaction 
of vascularized tissue to local injury; it is the name given to the stereotyped ways tissues respond 
to noxious stimuli. These occur in two fundamentally different types. Acute inflammation is the 
response to recent or continuing injury. The principal features are dilatation and leaking of 
vessels, and recruitment of circulating neurophils. Chronic inflammation or "late-phase 
inflammation" is a response to prolonged problems, orchestrated by T-helper lymphocytes. It 
may feature recruitment and activation of T- and B-lymphocytes, macrophages, eosinophils, 
and/or fibroblasts. The hallmark of chronic inflammation is infiltration of tissue with 
mononuclear inflammatory cells. Granulomas are seen in certain chronic inflammation 
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situations. They are clusters of macrophages, which have stuck tightly together, typically to wall 
something off. Granulomas can form with foreign bodies such as aspirated food, toxocara, 
silicone injections, and splinters. Otitis media is an inflammation of the lining of the middle ear 
and is commonly caused by Streptococcus pneumoniae and Haemophilus influenzae. Cystitis is 
an inflammation of the bladder, usually caused by bacteria. Blepharitis is a chronic inflammation 
of the eyelids that is caused by a staphylococcus. Dacryocystitis is inflammation of the tear sac, 
and usually occurs after a long-term obstruction of the nasolacrimal duct and is caused by 
staphylococci or streptococci. Preseptal cellulitis is inflammation of the tissues around the eye, 
and Orbital cellulitis is an inflammatory process involving the layer of tissue that separates the 
eye itself from the eyelid. These life-threatening infections usually arise from staphylococcus. 
Hence, these types of inflammations are treated with antibiotics. Certain types of anti- 
inflammatory agents, such as non-steroidal anti-inflammatory medications (Ibuprofen and 
naproxen) along with muscle relaxants can be used in the non-bacterial cases. The above list is 
by no means complete, but demonstrates the extraordinary breadth of causes, mechanisms and 
treatment (or lack thereof) for inflammatory disorders. It establishes that it is not reasonable to 
any agent to be able to treat inflammatory disorders generally. 

(Only a few of the claimed diseases are discussed here to make the point of an 
insufficient disclosure, it does not definitely mean that the other diseases meet the enablement 
requirements). 

In view of the breadth of the claims, the chemical nature of the invention, the 
unpredictability of ligand-receptor interactions in general, and the lack of working examples 
regarding the activity of the claimed compounds commensurate in scope with the claims, one 
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having ordinary skill in the art would have to undergo an undue amount of experimentation to 
use the claimed compounds for the claimed methods of treatments. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 81-82 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. Some of the species in claim 81 are recited with a term "pyri-midine" or "py- 
razolo". Most species have the correct recitation of "pyrimidine" or "pyrazolo". It is not clear 
what is intended by the hyphen (-) in the term. Appropriate correction or clarification is required 
in all occurrences. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 61-63 and 66-69 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Tsuda et aL, EP 217,142. The instantly claimed method of treating arrhythmia reads on the 
method of use taught for reference compounds. See compounds of formula (I) in page 1 and the 
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subgenus and specific compounds disclosed in pages 35-50. The reference teaches that the 
compounds are useful in treating arrhythmia, see page 21. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth 
in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made 
to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 61-63, 66-69 and 81-83 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Tsuda et al., EP 217,142, in view of applicant's submission. The reference teaches a 
generic group of compounds which embraces the compounds used in the instant method of 
treatment claims. See formula (I) in page 1 and the species in pages 35-50. The compounds are 
taught to be useful in the treatment of arrhythmia etc., see page 21. Claims 1, 4 and 16-18 read 
on many of the species disclosed in the reference and the use thereof, see the rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 102 above. Claims 81-82 differ from the reference by reciting a specific species that are 
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not disclosed in the reference. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art 
at the time of the invention to select any of the species of the genus taught by the reference, 
including those instantly claimed, because the skilled chemist would have the reasonable 
expectation that any of the species of the genus would have similar properties and, thus, the same 
use as taught for the genus as a whole i.e., as therapeutic agents for the treatment of arrhythmias. 
One of ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to select the claimed compounds from 
the genus in the reference since such compounds would have been suggested by the reference as 
a whole. It has been held that a prior art disclosed genus of useful compounds is sufficient to 
render prima facie obvious a species falling within a genus. In re Susi, 440 F.2d 442, 169 USPQ 
423, 425 (CCPA 1971), followed by the Federal Circuit in Merck & Co. v. Biocraft 
Laboratories, 847 F.2d 804, 10 USPQ 2d 1843, 1846 (Fed. Cir. 1989). 

Regarding claim 83 reciting an additional therapeutic agents in combination with the 
claimed compound, these additional agents are submitted to be known to one skilled in the art, 
see specification, and therefore, the combination would have been obvious to the skilled artisan. 



Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. 
Cir. 1993); In reLongi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 
F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 
1970);and, In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321(c) may be used to 
overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting ground 
provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly owned with this 
application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b). 
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Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a terminal 
disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 37 
CFR 3.73(b). 

Claims 61-63, 66-69 and 81-83 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created 
doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-21 of U.S. 
Patent No. 6,706,720. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably 
distinct from each other because there is no patentable distinction. The reference teaches 
compounds (see the formula in claim 1, col. 330) that are taught to be useful as pharmaceutical 
therapeutic agents. The instant claims differ by having a genus that overlaps the reference 
claimed genus. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
the invention to select any of the species of the genus taught by the reference, including those 
instantly claimed, because the skilled chemist would have had the reasonable expectation that 
any of the species of the genus would have similar properties and, thus, the same use as taught 
for the genus as a whole i.e., as pharmaceutical therapeutic agents. One of ordinary skill in the 
art would have been motivated to select the claimed compounds from the genus in the reference 
since such compounds would have been suggested by the reference as a whole.
